The contest for city officers in Decatur

The 
Democrats, while they had no regular 
ticket out, took a hand in the election and 
the figures show to which side they gave 
their strength. The Democratic leaders 
held a meeting one night last week and it 
was then decided to do all they could in a 
quiet way to defeat the Republican nom- 
inees, the main object being to give the 
organized opposition to the Republican 
ticket a false strength, so that in the com- 
ing township and county elections they 
would be encouraged to make nomina- 
tions in opposition to the Republicans. 
This was the chief purpose of the Bonr- 
bpnp, and if their plans succeed, they 
will be found right lively next spring, and 
in the fall of '84 so spirited that they will 
moke party nominations and then try to 
win in tho thrre-cornered fight which 
they hope will be the result of the sly 
course they pursued in the municipal 
contest of yesterday.

HAPPY DECATUR MASONS. 


Now In Possession of the Finest Temple 


and Lodge Rooms Anywhere 


in Central Illinois. 


From Tuesday's Doily. 


A full description of the magnificent 


new Masonic Temple, erected by the De- 
catnr Masons in this city during the post 
two years at a cost of S25.000, has ap- 
peared in the columns of the REPUBLICAN 
in connection with the write-up of the 
rmposing ceremonies attending the lay- 
ing of the corner stone by Grand Master 
Scott on August 10th of last year, The 
temple is admitted to be one of the most 
sightly structures in the west, and is well 
worth all the praise that can be heaped 
upon it, for it tells of the healthy growth 
of the order and the enterprise and pub- 
lic spirit of its members, most of whom 
are old residents and prosperous business 
men in our community. The temple is 
four stories high, and from the top of it 
one can look over the entire city, and be- 
yond the limits as far as the eye can 
reach. On a clear day the villages of 
Elwin and Forsyth can be seen, and with 
a field glass Maroa and Macon can be 
distinguished in the distance—13 miles 
away. 


THE LODGE BOOMS. 


This forenoon in company with Mr. 


George Dempsey and Mr. Henry Hnm- 
rnell (the latter white-haired patriarch 
being one of the few surviving charter 
members of No. K), n EEPUBHCAN repre- 
sentative ascended 
the wide stairway 


leading to the third floor of the temple 
and took a look through the splendidly 
furnished lodge rooms, which arc beauti- 
fully finished iu Queen Auue style, Be- 
fore entering the main room where every- 
thing is "on the square," the visitor pass- 
es through the four ante rooms having 
folding doors, which occupy a space 20 
feet deep and 38 feet wide. There is n 
double entrance to the main lodge room, 
one from each of tho two nearest ante- 
chambers, and once in the main room, 
where in future the Masons will assemble 
for the transaction of work in the differ- 
ent degrees of the order, the visitor is at 
once impressed with the simple elegance 
of the interior arrangement of the typical 
temple. The room is 38}£ feet wide and 
50 feet deep, and is elegantly furnished 
with new material throughout. The Hoor 
is covered with a heavy emblematical 
body Brussels carpet, the most prominent 
color being blue. There are 400 yards of 
this carpet used to cover the whole of the 
second iloor, and it was procured through 
the firm of Abel & Locke, who had it 
made to order. It is circled by a wide 
emblematical border. The ceiling of the 
room is 17 feet high lacking three inches, 
and the walls are finished in -white. They 
will be adorned only with two or three 
Masonic pictures. There are five richly 
upholstered officers' chairs in the room 
which cost in the neighborhood of &150, 
and placed around the room are six dozen 
substantial chairs for the use of the mem- 
bers. These chairs cost 860 a dozen, 
Three richly gilded and brightly bur- 
nished chandeliers are pendant from the 
ceiling in the centre of the room, and 
there are tapers and gas jets for the use 
of the secretary and treasurer at their 
separate desks at the right and left of the 
Master's rostrum. The three pedestals 
are heavy and pretty, and everything 
about the room is in keeping with the 
fine exterior appearance of the temple. 
The banquet hall and drill room for the 
commandery is above the lodge room on 
the fourth floor, It is 38M feet wide and 
85 feet long, the ceiling being 13 feet high. 
It is reached by means of a broad stair- 
way leading from the entrance to one of 
the ante rooms. Here the Masons will 
"eat, drink and be merry" in the presence 
of their wives and daughters, and here 
the Sir Knights will obey the commands 
of the drill master. 


The dedication of the new temple is 


fixed for a day in the menth of June, 
when Grand Master Browning and other 
"high joint" Masons will be in attend- 
ance. The first meeting in the new Tem- 
ple o'. Macon Lodge, No. 8, will be held 
to-morrow evening.

ket, but owing to a number of cause 
that were hardly expected there 
seems to be less demand for it than 
ever before. 
Chinese are being dis 


charged from the mines, and the' 
fail to find employment when the; 
flock to the city. It is said that theri 
are now more of them walking abou 
unemployed in San Francisco than 
ever before. 
A few weeks ago th 


•heaviest contractor on tho Northern 
Pacific stated in an interview a 
Portland that he did not consider 
Chinese labor really cheap, and tha 
he was satisfied he could pmploy 
Scandinavians with more profit. The 
latest set-back received by the "little 
brown man," and one of tho worsi 
is the announcement that Onderdonk 
tho contractor, who is building the 
Canadian Pacific, after a fair trial o: 
the Chinese, has concluded to dis- 
pense with them and employ white 
men of whom he has already e 
4,000.

$7,000,000, and, taken in connection with 
the work to be done under the new road 


act, onght, it is said, to increase the pro- 
dnotiveneBS of the state from 10 to 20 per 
cent.

A year ago William was quietly 
converted during- the revival at the Unit- 
ed Brethren church, and he became a 
regular attendant at the church services. 
Soon after his conversion William averred 
that the Lord had called him to the min- 
istry, and he procured some books on 
theology from Ohio and borrowed books 
from friends In Decatnr. William was 
an employe at the C., B & Q. works, nnd 
of necessity he was compelled to study 
nights to attain advancement iu his 
purpose to become a preacher. The re- 
sult was that he failed in health, and ob- 
serving friends noticed that he was be- 
coming mentally deranged. Mrs. Hard- 
wick claims that she tried to persuade 
her husband to give up his notion, telling 
him pointedly that she didn't believe the 
Lord called anybody to preach, but with- 
out avail. He continued his studies, un- 
til Anally a physician had to be called in 
to give him treatment; but it was too 
late. Over-study and religious enthusi- 
asm had done their work and to-day 
Hardwick, who is 24 years of age, is a 
mental and physical wreck, entirely obliv- 
ious to all surrounding's. His eyes look 
strange and he sits staring blankly at 
nothing. It is a very sad case. Possibly 
skilled medical treatment at the Jackson- 
ville asylum may restore his mental fac- 
ulties. His youug wife, who'appears to 
be a sensible and philosophical woman, 
will have the sympathy of our people. In 
her present state of mind she doesn't feel 
very kindly toward those who encouraged 
her husband in what she terms his " fool- 
ish notion."

The "Wabasn Lease. 


The lease of the Wabasb, St. Louis and 


Pacific Railway to the St Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railroad, says 
the Globe-Democrat, will go into effect 
April 15, and is to continue for ninety- 
aiue years. It is in all respects the same 
as the lease of the Missouri, Kansas aud 
Texas to the Missouri Pacific. The Iron 
Mountain is owned absolutely by the 
Missouri Pacific. The lease of the Wa- 
bash is, therefore, the same as though it 
were to the Missouri Pacific. The net 
earnings are to go to the Wabash. There 
was a deficiency lost year of $570,00(7, 
In case of deficiencies the Iron Mountain 
is to make them np, and the obligation is 
to become a preferred claim, standing 
next to the bonded indebtedness of the 
Wabash. Failure to supply deficiencies 
will enable the Wabash Company to re- 
claim its road at any time. The Iron 
Mountain is to keep the Wabash in repair 
and charge the expenses to the operating 
account. The result, the Gould people 
say, will be a larger interchange of busi- 
ness between the Missouri Pacific system, 
including the Iron Mountain, and the 
Wabash, and they expect that linger the 
arrangement jcfperating expenses will be 
largely reduced, and the road be made 
self-sustaining. The force is to be large- 
ly decreased and general economy prac- 
ticed, It is claimed that Gould made the 
arrangement simply because there was no 
other way by which the Wabash could 
have been kept out of bankruptcy, nnd 
he could not afford to lot the road suc- 
cumb without seriously crippling his 
other Southwestern interests.

Saa Juan cannibal, charged with 
murdering five companions in the 
San Juan country in 1872, in pro- 
gress at Lake City for the last few 
days, has been concluded. The evi- 
dence shows a party of sis organized 
in Utah in 1872 to prospect South- 
ern, Colorado. 
While in the vicinity 


of the present site of Lake City, 
blinding storms coming on, they lost 
their way, their food gave out, and 
for days together they lived on rose- 
buds. 
Tho men became desperate, 


and some crazed. 
While his com- 


panions wore in this condition Pack 
er deliberately fell upon and butch- 
ered the whole party, and for several 
weeks lived on the flesh cut from 
their bodies. 
During the course oi 


the trial, Packer made a statement 
calmly, and for two hours ho related 
the experience of the party from 
their setting out. He closed with 
the most sickening details of the 
murder and subsequent feasting on 
human ilosh, claiming that the kill 
ing was done in self-defense. 
The 


evidence shows that each member o 
the party except Packer possessec 
quite a large amount of money, upon 
which Packer has since been living 
After nine years' wandering he was 
captured a few weoks ago near For 
Fetterman, W. T. 
While the evi 


dence is entirely circumstantial, ye 
it is deemed conclusive, and it is con 
fidently expected that a verdict o 
guilty will be rendered.

Sugar Not an Aggravation of

stomach not only showed but little 
food, but the mucous lining of the 
stomach was red and highly congest- 
ed, and the congestion of the liver 
was notable. 
Again an 
animal 


opened after having eaten]200 grains 
of food and no sugar whatsoever, 
showed 00 to 100 grains of food un- 
digested. It would appear, there- 
fore, that, contrary to common opin- 
ion, sugar favors the secretion of the 
gastric juices.

cation to the Germactown Telegraph 
says that fresh, clean hog lard, 
rubbed three or four times on any 
kind of warts on horses or cattle, will 
remove them on three or four appli- 
cations. I havo removed the warts 
time after time, and had heyer been 
able to find tho wart for the fourth 
application.

What is Dynamite? 


Dynamite is nitro-glyceriue mixed 


with enough silicia to convert it into 
a powder, which can be handled 
without very much danger. It is 
not true, as is generally supposed, 
that it requires one skilled in cbcin- 
isiry to manufacture this formidable 
explosive. 
Any person of ordinary 


intelligence and slight experience in 
chemistry can compound it. 
Nitric 


acid, the prime ingredient, is noth- 
ing but a mixture of the oil of vitriol 
and saltpeter. 
Glyeerire is a very 


simple and harmless substance, as 
everybody knows. Silicia, which is 
an absorbent, is a clayey substance 
composed of dead plants that grow 
beneath the water, and, after dying, 
settle in layers upon the bottom. 
Dynamite is made in small quanti- 
ties, and the manufacturing process 
consists in mixing sulphuric and ni- 
tric acids, and slowly adding glyce- 
rine while the mass is stirred and 
the vessel kept cold. One pound of 
silicia will absorb two pounds of ni- 
tro-glycerine nnd make the solid 
substance which is called dynamite 
or giant powder. What makes dy- 
namite so destructive is the fact that 
it explodes instantaneously through- 
out its entire mass. 
Gunpowder is 


of comparatively slow combustion; 
otherwise it would burst a gun when 
it explodes, and would be as danger- 
ous as dynamite. 


How He Lost His Wheat.
